Lie's history of the Sciences Brett! 
in Edison's hands al a time when 
most boys having made acquaint- 
ance wilh stories of ad vent lire, look 
for a mystery in every bush and re 
solve lo become pirates or Indian 

fighters. To him, scientific vol* 
nines opened a region of mystery 

and a laud of adventure more fasci- 
nating than any writer of fiction 
could depiot - the wonders of clieini- 

stry, of physios, and especially of 

electricity, seemed far more splen- 
did i ha a any tale of the imagination. 
Everything pertaining to science 

was eagerly read by him Kvcn 
Newton's Principle did nol escape 
him. Hut he could not understand 
Ihe intricate mathematics of New- 
ton; be thought some of the things 
Newton explained with mathe- 

Bfl could be better explained 
without. And he still argues that 
in elementary works only such 
mathematics as is absolutely neces- 
sary lo formulas should In- intro- 
duced. 

There are many stories of his 

aelltetiess One relates how he re 
Oelved advance news of the bat tie of 
Shiloh, secured 1,500 papers on ere 
dit, telegraphed the headlines lo 
each station, and sold his wares at a 
premium. II was alter this exploit 
that he conceived Ihe idea of start 
I Pg A daily paper Of his own. Seem 
omo old type from the Del roil 
FVeSS, be set up his establish- 
ment in a car and began ihe publi- 
cation of the Gfrond Trunk Herald. 

Il was the fust newspaper ever 
published on a train. 

He also established in the ear a 

laboratory for experiments in chem- 
istry, and both his newspaper ami 
his experiments flourished until one 
unlucky day when he set lire to the 
car with "phosphorus This was too 
much for the conductor, who 
promptly threw theyoung editor and 

File belongings out on the station 

platform and boxed his ears SO 
roughly that he was over after 
partly deal 

'on one did not dampen Ed I 
son's ardor, for he removed his 
scattered belongings to his father's 
cellar al Pott, abandoned printing, 

ive himself up entirely to study 
and equipment. Telegraphy had 



long interested him — he had road it 
up in books and watched Ihe instru- 
ments in the railroad stations — and 
he made up his mind that he would 
learn all about it some day. 

Says an old Latin proverb : 
"Opportunity has hair in front, 
but is bald behind. Seize him 
by Ihe forelock." One day, '' Al" 
at the risk of his own life rescued 
from danger the child of a station 
agent ; ami the father, out of grati- 
tude, offered to teach him tele- 
graphy. The offer was eagerly ac- 
cepted, and it was this grasping of 
opportunity by the forelock that 
made the first real step in the evolu 
lion of " Al," the train boy, into 
Thomas Alva Edison the wonderful 
elects leal genius. 

Edison was not content to learn 
the mere surface details of tele- 
graphy. He already knew many 
facts about electricity, and he had 
not been studying more than ten 
days when he* made in a gunsmith's 
shop a perfect miniature set of 
Working instruments. Still selling 
his newspapers in the daytime, he 
hung around telegraph effioes at 
night, listening, observing study 
ing. Aflei a month ho was fitted 
forthe position of night operator 
and went to the office a! Stratford, 
fan. , at Ihe princely if $25 

a month. 

He had mastered now nearly all 
that could be learned about ordinary 
telegraphy — the rest would be a 
matter of mere dexterity. This he 
determined to acquire by continual 
practice ; but meanwhile his mind 
was as his fingers, and he entered 
upon his role of inventor and im- 
prover 

In order to insure his strict atten- 
tion to duty, the company required 
the Strafford night eptrntor to re- 
port Ihe word six at intei \ a s of halt 
an hour. Edison, 1: rwever, did not 
like i his regttl interfered 

with studies and his comfort gener- 
ally; so he invented a notched 
wheel arrangement connected with 
the clock ami Ihe main line so that 
six was automatically clicked every 
half boui The discovery of this 
and other escapades caused him to 
be called before the management 
Anticipating discharge, he start- 
ed for his home without even call- 
ing for Ihe Wages tine him. 

His dexterity as an operator grew 
no less as time went on, and be 
successively filled positions al 
Adrian, Mich., Fort Wayne, 1ml., 
and Indianapolis. While on a 
visit lo his home he took President. 
Johnson's message for three 

different papers and paragraphed it 

three lines at a time for each. 

This was regarded as so unusual 
a feat that he was banqueted by the 
local press. 

It was only natural that * a boy 
with BUCh remarkable powers of 
observation and menial concentra- 
tion would find it bard to obey hard 
and fast rules, and il was violation 
of some rule that led to Edison's 

discharge from the Indianapolis 

Office alter he had been I here a com- 
paratively short time. 

He was ill-dressed and penniless 
All his earnings had gone lo buy 
books and scieulilje appliances; bat 
he was nol cast down Ambilion 
burned bright in his soul. He saw 
the gieai field for Improvi men! in 
telegraphy, and the sense of his own 
growing power and knowledge gave 
him oourage to struggle against ad- 
versity. 

At Cincinnati, Where his next em- 
ployment was found, a remarkable 

feat gained him the favor of his 

employer, Qoe|oight a delegation 

of Cleveland operators descended 
on the olllce to form a branch of 
their union and have a jollification 
All the nighl fore left, and Kdison, 
who was day man, joined the par 
ty. Being then as now a total at> 
Stalner, he tired of ihe drinking 

bout and returned to the office to 
the Instruments. Time and again 

" report" was called, but the night 

operators had foi gotten to return. 
Ai last Edison took the wire and 
did all the work of the nighl men, 
appearing ;( | bis 0W0 desk at eight 
in the morning an il nothing un- 
usual had occurred. Although Edi 
son kept silent, the management 
heard of the Incident and promptly 
promoted him to B better position 
wilh increased sal 

Al Memphis, Tenn., he woiked 

under military discipline and re- 
ceived (1M a month and rations. 
Up to the time of his arrival, mes- 
sages between Louisville and New- 



Orleans had to be repealed by opera- 
tor at Memphis. This stimulated 
him to perfect a simple device in the 
nature of an automatic repeater 
which, for the first time in tho 
annuals of telegraphy, connected 
those two Important cities and 
saved the company the services 
several men. He himself wns one 
of the men discharged. The man- 
ager of the office had been working 
on a similar device and was enrag- 
ed that a lad of seventeen should 
outwit him. 

Edisou'a discharge at Memphis 
placed him in a sad predicament 
He never knew how to care for 
money, and as usual he was broke." 
In addition, hard labor and sights 
given lo study had told on his us 
ually rugged constitution, and phy- 
sically he was on the verge of break 
down Hul his marvelous pluck 
and his bulldog tenacity had not 
forsaken him. He decided to go to 
Louisville. Making a bundle of his 
books and belongings he started 

out to walk the distance— tramped 

one hundred miles, and rode on 
trains i lie remainder of the way. 
Hut he accomplished his end He 
Arrived .at Louisville and soiiiihl 
employment at the local Western 
Union office, lie looked so seedy, 
il was hard to get even a trial. 
Hut onoe at the instrument he 
demonstrated his ability. 
About the time of his twenty-first 

birthday he made a remarkable 
lab. r saving discovery — a device by 
which a single submaiine cable 
could be used for two circuils 
Tho Great Western railway adopt 
ed the invention at a Saving of $6,- 
000 a year and rewarded the in 
venter with a pass to Boston, and 
a place in the Franklin telegraph 
office, in that city. The e.immer 
Dial value of his knowledge had not 
impressed Kdison up lo this time 
He had come to love Study and In- 
vention for its own sake alone. 
However, money inevitably be 
comes the slave, not Ihe god, of 
such intellects as his 

At the Boston office the " .lay" 
operator, as he was dubbed, early 
became the butt of his citified asto- 
Slates. As a joke he was given the 
fastest sender in New York. Hut- 
he not only received the message 

with apparent ease, but occasional- 
ly took time to sharpen his pencil. 
At last when his associates- were 
thoroughly crestfallen, Kdison add 
ed the last straw by requesting the 
New York man to "change off, and 
send with his other foot a while " 

This was a period of great physic- 
al ami mental activity to the in- 
ventor. He worked at night by pre- 
ference, and employed his hours in 
the daytime experimenting, read- 
ing, or working in a small workshop 
which he had tilted up. The Bos- 
ton I'ublic Library was a boon to 
him — an inexhaustible stream of 
knowledge — and he made full use 
of it. 

Milton Adams, who lived for a 
while with Kdison in Boston, 
relates that the inventor walked 
into his lodgings at. three o'clock 
one morning, with a complete set ef 
Faraday's works on electricity 
under his arm. Instead ol going 
to bed after his labors of tho Bigot, 
Kdison sat down to read, and read 
continuously till Adams Insisted 
upon his going to theii breakfast 
place, about a mile distant. 

As they walked along, Kdison was 
deep in thought. Suddenly he ex- 
claimed: "Adams, life is so short, 
and I've got so much to do, that I'm 
going to hustle!" " And then," 
said Adams, " he started off on a 
dead run toward our luoakfast 
place 

An electrical vote recorder for 
legislative bodies was one of his in- 
ventions of this period But aftei 
he had perfected it, he learned that 
no legislative body would use such 

a mechanism, as it would prevent 

" filibustering." This was Kdison's 
fust and only useless invention. 
' After thai experience," he said, 
" I always made a rule to inquire 
carefully into the need for an in- 
vention before perfecting it." 

Aii automatic stock printer msB 
another invention of this period ; 
but the demand for it did nol 
adequate, and the inventor set it 
aside, to renew his studies in chem- 
istry and electricity. He was on 
the track of a great discovery — du- 
lelegraphy — that, is, the send 
ingof two messages on Ihcsaiuc wire 
al the same time. Heat last pe t f e e t 
ed his apparatus, the result of many 



months labor stolen from his hours 
of sleep, and pleaded with the 
Western Union Company for a trial. 
The results were unsatisfactory, 
and no one was convinced but Kdi- 
son. The wise ones sneered at tho 
seedy inventor, derided his inven- 
tion, called him a visionary. 

But he knew his own powers, 
and had faith in himself. He bor- 
rowed money and went to Rochester 
to try his invention with the Pacific 
and Atlantic Company. Here the 
man at the New York end of the 
wire did not understand what was 
required of him, and the trial was 
fruitless. 

Not only penniless, but $300 in 
debt, hi^ inventions dishonored, his 
pretensions laughed at, it would 
seem that the inventor's fortunes 
had reached their lowest ebb. A less 
heroic soul would have given up the 
fight at this point. But apparent 
obstaoles only impelled him the 
more to persevere. On to New 
York he went, studying, planrriug, 
working, and waiting, for his 
chance It came very soon. Well 
might he bless the hours of toil 
and study that had prepared him 
for it. 

It was a year of wild financial 
excitement — the time of the memor- 
able Black Friday. One day, 
while the market was "crazy" the 
stock quotation recording machine 
of the Laws gold reporting com- 
pany, in Wall Sheet, broke down. 
Consternation reigned in the office 
— the break could not be located. 
The place was filled with wild-eyed 
men who acted like maniacs. Kdi- 
son, ragged and hungry, his toes 
out of his shoes, noticed the excite- 
ment, juid entered the office. 
Learning the the difficulty, he ask- 
ed to be allowed to examine the 
machine. After a minute or two 
the located the break, told the me- 
chanic where to find it and it 
was repaired. After some 
versation with the ragged, dilYii- 
dent-lookingsl ranger, Mr. Las 
gaged him at a handsome salary to 
take charge of the mechanical part 
of the office, and gave him time and 
money to improve the stock printer 
then in use 

His progress after this was rapid. 
He invented and improved a stock 
printer, which he sold for $40,000. 
With this sum he equipped his own 
shop, and his duplex, triplex, 
quadruplex telegraphy inventions 
Were perfected. The gold stock 
company retained him at a large 
salary to give them rights to all his 
forthcoming inventions in tele- 
graph v, and he suddenly found 
himself prosj^rous. 

Before many years his labora- 
tories at Men.ro Park and later at 
Orange, N. J., became in the public 
eye the home of a wizard. Krom 
these laboratories came the tele- 
graphic inventions, the improve- 
ment in tho telephone, the phono- 
graph, tho mimeograph, the kineto- 
BDOpe the electric motor and the 
oloo'ric light — all important factors 
in the commercial world. 

For iimnv years, while perfecting 
these inventions, Kdison worked 
eighteen hours out of tho twenty 
four. 

The story of SOW ho sent explor- 
ers all over tho civilized world to 
<-olloct materials for hisexperimonts 
in incandescent lighting, and how 
when everything else had been tried 
a certain bamboo fiber from Ceylon 
was found to be tho best lamp fila- 
ment, is well known, and is one of 
tt thousand incidents characteristic 
of the man's untiring energy, in- 
dustry and perseverance. His pa- 
tience was as wonderful as his 
achievements were marvelous. 

Once, when askoil what tho secret 
of his success was, he replied: 
" Keeping at one thing eighteen 
hours out of the twenty-four. 
Anyone can do tho same, if he tries 
ha/d enough. His reply was truth- 
ful as well as significant. The boy 
of to day that has not had at least a 
few years' schooling is rare. Few 
indeed there arc that have not had 
more regular school training than 
Tom Kdison. But his own ohar- 
aeloi, giit, ambition, and studious 
habits, proved hotter for him than 
any collegiate degree. For with 
the possession of those qualities and 
a supply of books for homo study, 
Thomas Alva Kdison, pbyi 
chemist, mechanician and inventoi, 
litis done more for himself, more for 
humanity, and mote for civih 
and progress than the combined 
efforts of all tho college-bred work

If we take a ship at San Francis- 
co and sail southwest for about a 
thousand miles, we will arrive at a 
group of islands, called the Hawai- 
ian or Sandwich Islands. On one 
of these islands is the city of Hono- 
lulu, which has a fine harbor and 
ships from all parts of the world 
may ire seen there. There may be 
soon the flags of nearly all nations. 
On these islands, the flowers and 
trees are unlike those of our coun- 
try. Instead of peaches, peais, 
plums, etc , wo will find bananas, 
yams, breadfruit, figs, and citrons. 
The climate is warm and pleasant. 

There are mountains there that 
are 14,000 feel above the level of 
the sea. On Hawaii is an active 
volcano, called Manna Loa, about 
two and a half miles high, and it is 
noted for its terrible eruptions. 
The crater on its top is not active, 
but on its side is a crater called 
Kileauca which is always burning. 
It is about eight miles around the 
center and it is a fifth of a mile 
deep. It is the largest burning crater 
in the world. Near the center of 
the crater is a lake of boiling lava. 
It is all the time bubbling, hissing 
and spouting up fiery red jets. 
Columns of smoke arise from the 
crater and at night look like huge 
pillars of fire.

In writing of his 
travels ho states: " I have ended 
mauy a journey aud begun many 
at 3 A M All night on cars seats, 
valise for pillow, about 1500 nights 
in 33 years Fating at all hours, 
missing many men 

rh«* Rev. Mr Mann has been a 
deaf-mute for 60 years. Whoa five 
years Qld he had soar let fever which 
destroyed his hearing complet 
and lamed him in both hips. Every 
step for that, long period has been 
pain to him. Yet, irr spite of his 
lameness, he travels all over the 
country aud sometimes abroad with 
no one with him. 

There are six deaf-mute priests 
now in the church, and two hear- 
ing. 

Tho Rev. Mr. Mann was the 

second deaf mute priest to be 

ordained since the days of the 

apostles. The first and wasordain- 

in Philadelphia, October 8tli, 

He was the Rev Henry 

Winter Sylo.

On the big lawn of the New York 
institution tortile Instruction of the 
Deal and Dumb, at 165th Street and 
Riverside Drive, there is witnessea 
at least once a week and sometimes 
oftener the strangest sight in the 
world ot its kind — the spectacle of 
three hundred children, ail deaf- 
mutes, marching and going through 
the manual ot arms with all the pre- 
cision ot a veteran regiment. And, 
most incredible of all, at the headol 
the companies marcnes a full fife 
and drum corps, composed likewise 
of young people as dumb as stones 
and to wuoin the crash of a rille 
salvo is no more audible than is the 
fail of a feather to the normal man. 
Yet the bass drum booms its 
punctuated thunder as evenly as 111 
the hnest brass band in the city, 
and the ruffles on the snare drum 
and the rattle of their sticks and the 
bugle calls and the steep voice ol 
the fifes are all in time ; and then 
comes the full concerted swing of 
the little baud, as the companies step 
out and go through the dress parade 
and the manual ot arms till the head 
swims with the thought that all 
these young soldier boys with the 
cheerful faces and the clear eyes are 
deaf-mutes, doomed never to hear 
the sounds of earth, through which 
they pass with voiceless larynx. 

It seems impossible, even while 
looking on at the steady strio 
the youngsters, to believe that their 
eardrums do not receive the vibra- 
tions of that great thumping instru- 
ment, otherwise how can they keep 
in step ? But an afternoon passed 
within the big brick and stone 
buildings and halls of the institution 
reveals the intricate details of the 
system that has made the deaf to 
hear and has actually in some cases 
made the dumb to speak. 

Sunday afternoon at half -past 
three always finds the little regiment 
forming on the green in the large 
quadrangle back of the main build- 
ings. The flerald man reached 
there half an hour earlier, and in 
time to witness the ceremonies in 
the chapel, immediately before the 
exercises in the open air. The 
buildings stand on a great eminence, 
high above the river, with the Pali 
sades towering up across the Hud- 
son and a goreous view north and 
south nearly as far as the vision can 
reach up and down the big steam. 
It is a romantic ' spot, wonderfully 
adapted to stimulating the imagiua 
tionsof those who cannot speak or 
hear. Deprived of two senses, 
nature tries to compensate her 
rors by giving to these afflicted ;

Oxford, Pa., Nov. 21— The 

direct result of an alaim of Are, 
which aroused the sleeping town of 
Oxford last night, was the deatli of 

James Brown, the 17 year-oil deaf 
and mute son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Hugh Brown. 

Many whistles and fire sirens 
blowing in thci town awakened the 
lad's parents, and he understood 
thai something was wrong, ami the 
nervous excitement Is believed to be 
responsible for the hemorrhage 
whioh resulted fatally. 

The circumstances surrounding 
the ease are especially pathetic. 
Young Brown was born a deaf- 
mute, and had been attending the' 
school for such people at Mount 
Airy, Philadelphia Coming home 
one Saturday last spring to spend 
Sunday with his parents, he found 
that his little cousin and playmate, 
David Kimble, had died a few hours 
previously from an attack of 
pneumonia, instantly young Brown 
was stricken with a severe hemor- 
rhage, the fust he had ever ha I, 
and he bad never manifested any 
signs of snob weakness. For many 
days his life was despaired of, And* 
the physicians attributed his con- 
dition then, as now, to shock. 

He recovered, however, and was 
unusually well during the summer. 
He was an enthusiastic baseball 
lover, and had scored every game 
played on the Oxtoid diamond this 
season . 

His parents are prostrated ovet 
this sudden and unexpected blow
